HITCHCOCK ISSUES 
VOTE PREDICTION. 


a. P. NIGHT WIRE! 

CHICAGO, Oct, 29.—Frank H. 
Hitchcock, former chairman of the 
Republican National Committee and 
a member of the Advisory Commit- 
tee of the present campaign, tonight 
issued a prediction regarding the 
outcome of the election, basing his 
conclusions on reports received from 
expressed political leaders in each 
one of the States concerned. His 
statement is as follows: 

“Hughes will be elected on No- 
vember 7. He will carry the fol- 
lowing States having an ageregate 
electoral vote of 308 or forty-two in 
excess of the required 266; Maine, 
6: New Hampshire, 4; Vermont, 4;

COMMENT ON THE SITUATION. 
Aside from the continued prog- 
ress of the Teutonic allies 
the Dobrudja region of Rumania and 
fresh gains by the French and Brit- 
ish in tie Somme region of France, 
there is little change in the situation 
in any of the war theaters. Ru- 
manians and Russians in Dobrudja 
are still in retreat and are now en- 
deavoring to make their way across 
the Danube, according to the Sofia 
War Office. On the Transylvania 
front Russians and Rumanians are 
operating against Teutonic allies near 
the junction of Bukowina, Transylva- 
nia and Rumania, and near Campu- 
lung and in the Jiul Valley have 
gained successes. In the Jiul Valley 
the Rumanians are declared to have 
captured two howitzer batteries. 
According to Berlin, the Teutons have 
made additional gains south of Kron- 
stadt and near Campulung. The 
British have captured another Ger- 
man trench northeast of Les Boeufs 
in the Somme region, while the 
French made fresh advances near 
Sailly-Saillisel and Biaches.

OUR RIGHTS IN MEXICO. 

An American in Mexico is subject to Mexican law, but he is 
an American still and is entitled to the protection of his own gov- 
— ta his lawful business. For one, I shall never consent to 
a policy which leaves Americans helpless against the lawlessness: 
of any country in which they have a right to do business. 

There confronts labor in the next four years a condition 
more serious than any that American laboring men have been 
called upon to face. When this war began, over a million Ameri- 
can workingmen were seeking vainly for employment. When the 
war ends and the developed energies of a new Europe are thrown 
into commercial production, our nation will face a competition 
such as it never knew. . 

One of two things must happen—cither millions of men will 
be seeking work in vain or else there must be thought out in ad- 
vance the problem of commercial organization as France and 
England and Germany are seeking to think out the problem to- 
day. Every one of those nations is preparing to defend its mar- 
ket by a protective tariff. The end of the war will end also 
the opportunities for labor created by the war. The millions in 
the trenches today will be our industrial competitors tomorrow. 
If we are to save our laboring men from a castastrophe we must 
plan a tariff protection along sound, just and economic lines. To 
this endeavor | pledge myself and the men who are to be my 
colleagues.

Powerful howitzer batteries were 
seized by the Rumaniaps in the 
charge, and immediately turned up- 
on the Teutons who fell back in dis- 
order.

I think it might 
have been averted; anyway, we es- 
caped a most appalling danger, as, 
if the Germans had attacked us first

ship—onto our unprotected trade 
routes, we would have been brought 
to our knees in a couple of months; 
they could have put down a thou- 
sand ships in the first week, and 
if we had had three times the num- 
ber of dreadnaughts it would have 
availed us nothing. 

“In pointing this danger out for 
years, I have always told my coun- 
trymen, as I have told you, that an 
empire, like a man, can be killed 
as easily by cutting an artery as 
by a stab in the 

I have always thought that the 
German Emperor could not have 
been in Berlin at the moment the 
Junkers had made everythi ready 
for declaring war; if he had been, 
he would have sent for Tirpits, and 
on telling Tirpits that the British 
neither would or could fight, Tirpitz 
would have replied, ‘I have got to 
think of what they may or may not 
do. Do not go to war for another 
three weeks; give me time to get 
all our cruisers and armed mer- 
chantmen on the trade —, if 
the British do not fight we can order 
our vessels home; if the British

“If the Germans had out 
that plan, they could have got into 
Paris, compelled peace with France, 
and then been in St. Petersburg in 
a short time, then become the dom- 
inant pewer of Europe and the 
world, possibly for a century.

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE

craft as screens to deny a zone of 
observation to other aircraft in war 
time is a development of the con- 
flict in Europe. Commander Thomas 
Drayton Parker, U. . N., retired, in a 
communication to the Navy League 
of the United States, calls attention 
to the fact. 

“The general influence of aircraft 
of naval, as well as land strategy 
will be this:“ says Commander 
Parker, “‘the cards will be on the 
table,’ each admiral will know what 
the other is doing; there will be no 
concealment (except for deeply sub- 
merged submarines) until air screen- 
ing—that is, the use of aircraft to 
deny a zone of observation to other 
aircraft—has been developed. When 
the attack on Verdun began there 
were indications of such screening; 
the French aviators, it is said, were 
denied a view of the gathering Teu- 
ton masses. At sea, no doubt, a large 
fleet will be surrounded by a cur- 
tain of aircraft to keep observers a 
hundred or more miles away, but un- 
til this condition is maintained, scout- 
ing will be much simplified since, 
relatively to fast aircraft, a fleet is 
almost stationary.

These 
States are Colorado, Connecticut, 
Delaware, Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, 
Iowa, Kaneas, Maine, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, Missourt, Montana, 
Nebraska, Nevada, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, New Mexico, New York, 
North Dakota, Ohio, Oregon, Rhode 
Island, West Virginia, Wisconsin 
and Wyoming. In elghteen of 
these States the majority adverse to 
Mr. Wilson was substantial, running 
in some cases up into the hundreds 
of thousands, In the other eight 
cases it was not so large, but that 
group of eight includes four States 
which not even Mr. McCormick 
would think of putting into the Wil- 
son column—Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Rhode Island and North Da- 
kota.

CLAIMS AMUSING. 

“Mr. McCormick has been amus- 
ing himself by claiming Connecticut, 
where the majority adverse to W- 
son in 1912 was 27,892; Tilinois, 
where it was 245,014; Massachusetts, 
where it was 134,768: Michigan, 
where it was 216.077 and Minneso- 
ta, where it was 83,764. The Demo- 
cratic managers put New York in 
the list of their claims despite the 
adverse vote of 189,974 that it gave 
four years ago and despite the fact 
that twice since 1912 it has gone Re- 
publican by more than 100,000. In 
Ohio, which they are vociferously 
calling their own this year, they 
have to overcome an adverse ma- 
jority of $3,141.

That the Imperial Valley water 
Project will be united with the Yu- 
ma reclamation work eventually 
and that a step in this direction may 
be expected soon is the import of 
Statements made here yesterday by 
William Rufus King, chief counsel 
and commissioner of the United 
States Reclamation Service.

Their 
report as to the feasibility of stich 
combination of Water projects will 
be made to the Secretary | 
of the Interior and published within 
the next ninety days. 
“Taking the Imperial project with 
the Yuma project and consolidating 
along proper lines of co-operation

He com- 
pared Doris’s case with that of the 
celebrated Misa Beauchamp, studied 
by Dr. Morton Prince in Boston and 
discussed im his book, The Digsocia- 
tion of a Personality.” Dr. Hodg- 
Soh” declared, however, that Doris's 
case was much more important and 
interesting than anything Dr. Mor- 
ton Prince had ever seen, 

PERSONALITY GIVES NAMBS. 


Another personality gave names 
to the other two pefsonalities con- 
trolling Doris. Margaret, this per- 
sonality said, was a spirit, but Sleep- 
ing Margaret was the subconscious 
manifestation of the girl's own self. 
Sick Doris was said to be an inde- 
pendent personality. 

It was only after considerable dif- 
ficulty that Mrs. Chenoweth was able 
to get a “confession” from Margaret 
herself.

This strange 
combination will create a song that, 
the author believes, will live as long 
as any composition written during 
the great conflict. 

Mr. Oxenham wanted his song set 
to English music and endeavored to 
secure a native composer's work. 
But there was something essential 
lacking in the compositions sub- 
mitted to Fim, he declared. Then 
he remembered Mr. Martens, who 
is less known in America than 
abroad. 

Mr. Martens, more than 70 years 
old, could have been the subject of 
the “Music Master.” In one week, 
more than a quarter of a century 
ago, he buried his wife and three 
children, victims of a scourge that 
swept over his native Germany. Into 
the graves he dropped his bleeding 
heart and, armed only with the won- 
derful music that was stored in his 
brain, he came to America, and hid 
himself from his kind. But, urged 
by hunger, he finally ving 
music lessons and for twenty-odd 
years has kept to that task. Only 
for close friends, including Mr, Oxen- 
ham, did he produce the beautiful 
melodies of his own composition. 

Mr. Oxenham is the author of 
numerous publications, among them, 
“God's Prisoner,” “Bondman Freed,” 
“A Weaver of Webs,“ The Gate of 
the Desert,” “White Fire.“ “The 
Quest of the Golden — “Every 
Woman and War,” “Hymn for Men 
at the Front,” of —— 4,000, 000 
copies were sold in 1915. 

Mr, Martens has been a critic, 
opera director of note and a — 
musician. But his fame is mostly 
across the seas, where for 
kings and queens. 

Fifty years age he won the two 
Mendelssohn medals and he has 
diplomas from three famous German 
conservatories. He was the favorite 
pupil of Beethoven's favorite pupil 
and was a friend of some of the most 

oted composers of the Old World. 

e traveled in America for years as 
accompanist for Ole Bull, the fa- 
mous Norwegian violinist. 

He had the honor, thirty years 
ago, to be chosen to deliver to Bis- 
marck, a wonderful plano, presented 
by a New York firm. On this piano 
Mr. Martens poured out his soul in 
music and won the lifelong friend- 
ship of Count Bismarck and the great 
leader's wife. 

Mr. Martens has written many 
songs, He was the director of Sir 
Arthur Sullivan's “Mikado” when it 
was produced in Los les, and 
has been the director for many of 
the Sullivan operas. 

His wife was a daughter of .

With unfailing dexterity, Leo- 
pold Godowsky, master of the key- 
board, Saturday afternoon at Trin- 
ity Auditorium drove ten separate 
fingers that are as minions in ‘the | 
service of a mind that observes all 
and misses nothing, to their task of 
building magnificent tone combina- 
tions.
